GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

LOS  ANGELES  CITY. 

There  are  few,  if  any,  cities  in  the  United  States  of  a hundred  thousand 
population,  or  thereabouts,  that  are  so  well  known  as  Los  Angeles,  the  com- 
mercial metropolis  of  Southern  California. 

Many  outsiders,  and  not  a few  newcomers,  are  inclined  to  inquire  the 
secret  of  the  marvelous  growth  of  this  city,  from  a population  of  11,000  in 
1880  to  102,457,  according  to  the  census  of  1900.  There  are  three  leading 
features  that  have  contributed  to  such  growth;  these  are,  climate,  soil  and 
location.  Any  one  of  these  advantages  would  be  sufficient  to  build  up  a 
large  city,  but  taken  together  they  insure  the  future  of  Los  Angeles  as  the 
metropolis  of  the  southwestern  portion  of  the  United  States. 

The  pueblo  of  Los  Angeles  was  founded  under  the  protection  of  the 
Spanish  governor  in  1781.  In  1854  the  population  was  only  4,000,  of  whom 
only  500  were  Americans.  The  census  of  1880  gave  Los  Angeles  a popula- 
tion of  11,311.  In  1890  the  population  was  50,000. 

The  streets  of  Los  Angeles  are  well  improved.  There  are  over  200  miles 
of  graded  and  graveled  streets,  eighteen  miles  of  paved  streets,  over  300 
miles  of  cement  and  asphalt  sidewalk,  and  160  miles  of  sewer.  The  sewer 
system  is  complete  with  an  outlet  to  the  ocean.  The  city  is  brilliantly 
lighted  by  electricity. 

The  merchants  of  Los  Angeles  do  a large  business  with  the  section  of 
country  extending  from  Arizona  on  the  south  to  Fresno  on  the  north.  The 
principal  articles  of  export  are  fruits,  fresh  and  dried,  potatoes  and  vege 
tables,  beans,  wine  and  brandy,  wool,  honey,  canned  goods,  wheat  corn  and 
barley.  The  Los  Angeles  banks  carry  deposits  aggregating  over  $23,000,000. 
There  are  three  transcontinental  lines  of  railway,  with  another  building  by 
the  way  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  commencement  of  work,  by  the  Federal  Government,  on  a break- 
water, which  will  make  of  San  Pedro  a deep-water  harbor,  accommodating 
vessels  of  large  draught,  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  Los  Angeles,  and  it  is  believed  to  mark  the  commencement  of  a 
new  and  flourishing  era. 

The  street  railroad  system  of  Los  Angeles  is  very  complete,  the  total 
mileage  of  single  track  being  about  150  miles,  of  which  nearly  all  is  electric. 
In  addition  to  the  local  lines,  there  is  a line  of  electric  railway  from  Los 
Angeles  to  Pasadena,  and  another  from  the  city  to  Santa  Monica. 

Los  Angeles  has  for  several  years  been  the  scene  of  remarkable  activity 
ii  building  operations,  building  permits  having  been  issued  at  the  rate  of 
over  $3,000,000  a year. 

There  is  a great  variety  of  location  for  residence  within  the  city  limits 
of  Los  Angeles,  which  cover  over  thirty-six  square  miles.  In  the  west  and 
northwest  are  hills  of  considerable  altitude,  from  which  magnificent  views 
may  be  obtained  of  the  surrounding  valleys,  with  the  ocean  in  the  distance, 
and  the  Sierra  Madre  range  of  mountains  on  the  north.  There  are  seven 
attractive  parks,  aggregating  600  acre  in  area,  of  which  five-sixths  is  in 
Elysian  Park.  In  two  of  the  parks  concerts  are  given  on  Sundays. 

The  public  schools  of  Los  Angeles  rank  very  high.  There  are  also  a 
number  of  private  schools  and  colleges.  The  public  library  is  noted  forits 
completeness  and  excellence  among  similar  institutions  in  the  United  States. 
There  are  many  musical,  artistic  and  scientific  associations,  and  several 
first-class  theaters. 

The  population  of  Los  Angeles  is  cosmopolitan,  including  representa- 
tives of  almost  every  section  of  the  globe.  In  addition  to  the  papers  appear- 
ing in  English,  newspapers  are  published  in  the  German,  French,  Spanish, 
Italian  and  Basque  languages. 

FACTS. 

The  thirteen  counties  of  Southern  California  cover  almost  exactly  one 
half  of  the  area  of  the  State,  or  78,438  square  miles. 
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The  population  of  these  counties  has  increased  from  about  10  per  cent 
of  the  population  of  the  State  in  1880  to  about  30  per  cent  today. 

„ Southern  California  produces  95  per  cent  of  the  citrus  fruits  shipped 
from  the  State,  the  crop,  m a normal  year,  amounting  to  about  25,000  car-

Southern  California  produces  all  of  the  petroleum  output  of  the  State 
the  product  in  1902  amounting  to  12,000,000  barrels. 

Southern  California  leads  the  world  in  the  quality  of  its  sugar  beets 
some  beets  raised  last  year  running  25  per  cent  sugar.  The  output  of  the 
four  sugar  factories  in  1902  was  valued  at  $3,600,000.

During  1902  Los  Angeles  increased  more  rapidly  in  population  and  wealth 
m proportion  to  its  size  than  any  other  city  in  the  world. 

Los  Angeles  has  a population  ranging  from  125,000  to  130,000,  not  count- 
ing the  20,000  to  30,000  visitors  who  are  within  our  gates  during  the  winter 
season  The  advance  in  permanent  population  is  so  rapid  as  to  crowd  the 
material  growth  at  all  times.  Houses  cannot  be  built  rapidly  enough  to  ac- 
commodate the  newcomers.  Numerous  instances  are  noted  where  families 
haTe  resorted  to  the  use  of  tents  until  they  could  secure  homes  by  leasing 
or  building.

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WATER  SYSTEMS. 


The  waters  of  the  Los  Angeles  river  were  a grant  to  the  ancient  pueblo 
and  have  always  remained  the  property  of  the  city.  For  about  thirty-five 
years,  however,  the  supply  was  under  lease  to  a private  corporation,  which 
developed  a distributing  system  as  the  town  grew,  and  finally  became  owner 
of  an  extensive  and  valuable  plant.  The  lease  was  terminated,  and  the  wa- 
terworks taken  over  by  the  city  in  February,  1902,  the  purchase  price  being 
$2,000,000.  Since  that  time  the  system  has  been  under  the  management  of  a 
Board’  of  Water  Commissioners.  From  the  report  of  the  Auditor  it  appears 
that  there  were  23,119  services  when  the  city  took  possession  of  the  works. 
Since  then  373  others  have  been  acquired  by  purchase  of  the  Highland  sys- 
tem; 105by  the  purchase  of  the  O’Dea  and  Kysor  systems,  and  2585  have 
been  added,  making  a total  of  26,182  services. 

The  gross  revenues  for  the  period  from  February  4 to  November  30, 
1902,  were  $456,317.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  gross  annual  revenues 
from  the  service  are  about  $550,000.

Thus,  after  paying  all  expenses  of  operation  and  maintenance  and  dis- 
bursing, $190,015  for  betterments,  there  still  remains  a net  profit  to  the  city 
of  $218,393. 

Already  the  prices  to  consumers  have  been  reduced  10  per  cent  on  flat 
rates  and  50  per  cent  on  meter  rates.  Another  reduction  is  promised  during 
the  current  year.  The  surplus  revenues  hereafter  will  be  devoted  to  bet- 
terments and  the  payment  of  bonds  and  interest  issued  for  the  purchase  of 
the  works.  The  department  furnishes  free  water  to  the  city  for  street 
sprinkling,  sewer  flushing,  schools,  fire  purposes,  municipal  buildings,  and 
for  parks,  except  in  a few  cases,  where  the  parks  pay  a nominal  rate.  In- 
addition  to  the  domestic  system  the  city  owns  the  old  zanja,  or  irrigating 
system,  by  which  water  is  supplied  for  lakes  in  the  parks  and  for  a limited 
irrigation  on  the  lower  lands. 

The  West  Side  Water  system  is  still  owned  by  a private  corporation, 
but  this  will  doubtless  be  acquired  by  the  city  at  an  early  date.

The  basis  of  the  present  prosperous  period  is  conceded  by  the  best 
minds  in  Los  Angeles  to  rest  upon  the  enormous  amount  of  building  that 
has  been  done  within  the  city  during  1902.  As  gratifying  as  was  the  total 
in  the  building  line  in  1901,  that  total  has  been  doubled,  and  the  outlook, 
according  to  Building  Superintendent  Julius  W.  Krause,  is  as  favorable  foi 
the  vear  1903  In  the  year  1902  there  were  4863  building  permits  issued, 
bearing  a total  value  of  $9,613,231.  In  1901  the  permits  issued  numbered 
2826  valued  at  $4,376,917.  This  is  an  excess  of  $5,236,314  for  1902,  m value, 
and  of  2037  as  an  increase  in  permits.  In  1900  only  1922  Perinits  were  issued, 
having  a value  of  $2,519,451.  Thus  the  total  for  1902  is  $2  716,863  greatei 
than  the  combined  totals  for  the  years  1900  and  1901.  In  order  to  p^ce  be. 
fore  the  public  in  succinct  form  the  work  accomplished  m building  m Los 
Angeles  in  1902,  the  following  table  has  been  prepared.  It  is  complete  and 
shows  one  of  the  potent  causes  for  the  growth  of  the  city.

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  city  of  Los  Angeles  has  a system  of  public  schools  of  which  it  is 
justly  proud;  and  yet  it  is  inadequate.  So  rapid  has  been  the  growth  of  the 
city  that  most  liberal  appropriations  for  new  buildings  and  enlarged  facili- 
ties have  still  been  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  advancing  requirements. 

The  report  for  1901-02,  just  issued,  shows  a total  valuation  of  lots, 
buildings  and  furniture  of  $1,581,425;  libraries,  $8,921;  apparatus,  $17,000, 
grand  total,  $1,607,346.  At  a recent  election  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $300,000 
were  voted’  to  provide  additional  school  property,  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  by  the  time  this  money  shall  have  been  properly  invested  the  increas- 
ing army  of  children  will  again  be  pressing  for  enlarged  accommodations. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  24,254,  an  increase  of  2,606 
over  the  preceding  school  year,  and  a gain  of  3,930  in  three  years. 

The  school  census  of  1901-2  shows  the  number  of  children  of  school  age 
—between  5 and  17  years— to  be  26,037;  those  under  5 years,  7,761;  total, 
33  798  Of  those  not  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  1,659  have  attended  pri- 
vate institutions,  leaving  2,579  children  of  eligible  age  who  have  not  attended 
school  at  any  time  during  the  year.  It  is  desirable  to  reduce  this  large  pei- 
centage  of  non-attendants,  and  the  proposed  increase  of  accommodations 
will  do  much  to  accomplish  that  end. 

The  school  department  has  a curriculum  which  is  up  to  modern  stand- 
ards. in  every  respect,  including  kindergartens,  cooking  and  sloyd,  a High 
School  of  advanced  standards,  a commercial  High  School,  a school  for  the 
deaf.  An  arrangement  with  the  Public  Library  allows  of  the  special  dis- 
tribution of  books  at  the  schools  under  a systematic  plan  and  with  such 
mature  guidance  as  to  provide  the  best  reading  for  formative  minds.  The 
report  shows  a total  circulation  during  the  last  school  year  of  99,745  books. 
Besides  this  school  circulation  a branch  of  the  Public  Library  is  maintained 
for  the  special  service  of  teachers  and  pupils.  The  room,  light  and  janitoi 
service  are  provided  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  an  attendant  fiom  the 
main  library  is  in  charge.  The  room  is  open  six  evenings  of  the  week,  from 
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6 to  9 o’clock.  During  the  year  the  Macy-street  branch,  as  it  is  called,  has 
furnished  9,275  books  for  reading  room  use  and  2,470  books  for  home  use. 
Three  other  branches  are  maintained  by  the  library,  one  on  Central  avenue, 
near  Adams  street,  another  on  Central  avenue  near  Vernon  avenue  and  a 
third  at  Garvanza. 

While  a large  percentage  of  the  books  circulated  belong  to  the  school 
collection,  still,  under  the  existing  arrangement  the  entire  public  library  of 
80,000  volumes  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  schools. 

A Federation  of  Child  Study  Circles,  consisting  of  fifty-nine  separate 
circles,  is  actively  engaged  in  inculcating  an  interest  in  the  schools  and  the 
children  from  the  standpoint  of  parents.  The  federation  has  held  regular 
meetings  during  the  year,  which  were  well  attended,  and  has  secured  many 
lectures  and  addresses  from  eminent  educators  and  philanthropists,  as  well 
as  valuable  papers  from  its  own  members.  The  department  employs  a staff 
of  573  teachers,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  James  A.  Foshay,  superintend- 
ent, assisted  by  J.  B.  Millard,  deputy,  and  W.  W.  Tritt,  superintendent.  The 
standard  of  the  staff  is  of  the  highest,  and  the  department  in  all  its  branches 
is  conducted  without  undue  friction  and  with  slight,  if  any,  cause  for  pub- 
lic criticism.  The  total  monthly  salary  paidto  all  teachers  amounts  to  $42,- 
210,  being  an  average  of  $77.15  per  month.  The  total  current  expenses  of 
the  department  for  the  year  are  reported  at  $516,952,  which  amounts  to  an 
average  of  $29.14  on  each  child  in  actual  attendance. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Los  Angeles  has  a Public  Library  containing  81,305  volumes,  - 5,635 
pamphlets,  555  maps  and  5,593  pictures.  The  fiction  department  contains 
18.57  per  cent  of  the  contents  of  the  library  and  loans  42.3  per  cent  of  the 
books  issued  for  home  use.  The  circulation  of  books  for  home  and  library 
use  was  243,755. 

The  reference  department  contains  20,617  volumes  and  is  well  equipped 
for  purposes  of  research  and  study.  The  number  of  volumes  consulted  in 
this  department  during  the  year  was  109,467;  number  of  readers  (estimated), 
44,322. 

The  general  library  (not  including  the  two  preceding  classes)  contains 
29,455  volumes,  which  had  a circulation  for  home  and  library  use  of  130,637, 
with  32,640  estimated  readers.  The  juvenile  department  has  15,919  volumes, 
with  a total  circulation  for  the  year  of  102,110.  The  school  department  has 
10,792  volumes,  with  a circulation  last  year  of  120,025.  The  periodical  de- 
partment has  671  magazines  on  file,  and  last  year  had  a home  circulation 
of  43,011. 

This  shows  a total  use  of  749,005  books  and  magazines,  which  is  equiva- 
lent to  saying  that  Los  Angeles  thoroughly  appreciates  its  library  advan- 
tages and  knows  how  to  secure  the  best  service  therefrom.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  the  library  during  the  year  was  $42,110.  The  library  occupies 
the  entire  third  floor  of  the  City  Hall  with  the  attic  for  storage,  but  its  quar- 
ters are  cramped,  and  there  is  great  necessity  for  a separate  library  building- 
commensurate  with  the  status  and  requirements  of  the  department. 

FINANCIAL. 

In  th  city  of  Los  Angeles  there  are  twenty  banks,  includinig  national, 
State  and  savings  banks.  Their  combined  capitalization  amounts  to  $4,100, 
000;  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  $2,694,050;  deposits,  $42,296,401;  loans, 
$29,727,462;  total  assets  and  liabilities  ,$51,352,266. 

There  are  six  national  banks,  with  combined  capitalization  of  $1,800, 
000;  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  $946,388;  deposits,  $13,171,134;  loans, 
$9,754,268;  total  assets  and  liabilities,  $17,817,242. 

There  are  six  State  banks,  with  combined  capitalization  of  $1,550,000, 
surplus  and  undivided  profits,  $1,270,068;  deposits,  $13,539,102;  loans,  $7,940,- 
141;  total  assets  an  dliabilities,  $16,651,939 
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There  are  eight  savings  banks  with  combined  capitalization  of  $750,000; 
surplus  and  undivided  profits,  $477,594;  deposits,  $15,586,165;  loans,  $12,033,- 
053;  total  assets  and  liabilities,  $16,883,084. 

One  of  the  State  banks  has  deposits  amounting  to  $7,604,913.  One  of 
the  national  banks  has  deposits  amounting  to  $5,526,303.  One  of  the  sav- 
ings banks  has  deposits  in  excess  of  $4,000,000;  another  in  excess  of  $3,000, 
000,  and  two  others  have  in  excess  of  $2,500,000. 

Compared  with  the  statement  of  December,  1901,  the  commercial  banks 
show  an  increase  of  one  (national);  an  increase  of  capitalization  of  $350,- 
000;  increase  of  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  $352,920;  increase  of  deposits, 
$6,579,803. 

The  savings  banks  show  an  increase  of  one;  an  increase  in  capitaliza- 
tion of  $50,000;  an  increase  of  deposits  of  $2,540,040;  increase  of  loans, 
$2,454,365.  The  aggregate  banking  assets  (all  classes)  have  increased  dur- 
ing the  year  more  than  ten  millions  of  dollars. 

THE  CLEARING  HOUSE. 

The  clearing  house  of  Los  Angeles  city  banks  was  organized  in  1887, 
and  for  the  fifteen  succeeding  years  the  annual  clearances  were  as  follows:

The  year  just  closed  shows  an  increase  of  $98,513,118.  This  is  an  ad- 
vance of  nearly  68  per  cent  over  the  clearances  of  1901.  It  is  doubtful  if 
another  city  of  the  United  States  shows  such  a high  percentage  of  increase 
for  the  period  named.  The  figures  of  the  table,  taken  as  a whole,  are  a good 
index  of  the  commercial  development  of  Los  Angeles.
